Soma have ascribed these changes of 
climate to agriculture, the cutting down 
of dense forests, tbe exposure of the up- 
turned soil to the summer sun, and the 
draining of the great marshes. We do 
BOt believe that such great changes could 
have been produced in the climate of 
any country by agriculture, and we are 
certain no such theory can account lor 
the contrary change of climate — from 
A/arm to cold winters — which history tells 
u-- ha-: taketi place in other counties than 
tiiose named. Greenland received its 
name from the emerald herbage which 
clothed its valleys and mountains; and 
its east coast, which is now inaccessible 
on account of the perpetual ice-heaps 
upon its shores, was. in the eleventh 
century; the seat of nourishing Scandi- 
navian colonies, all traces of which are 
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ccs, and those some sharper, had " run 
on him" for half-dimes!

Vinland by the Northmen who visited it 
in the year 1000, sad who were charmed 
with its mild climate. The cause of 
these changes Is an important inquiry. 

A pamphlet by John Murray, civil en- 
gineer, has recently been published in 
London, in which be endeavors to ac- 
count for these great changes of climate 
by tbe changeable position of the mcg- 
netic poles. The magnetic variation or 
declination of the needle is well known. 
At the present time it amounts in Lon- 
don to about twenty- three degrees weal 
of north, while in HS.VJ the line of vari- 
ation passed through England, and then 
inoveu gradually west until isio. in 
that year a great removal of tea took 
place on the coast of Greenland; hence 
ii i a interred that the cold meridian, 
uinci: i^ now supposed to pass through 
(. anada. and Sabcria, may at one time 
tiave passed through Italy; and that if 
the magnetic meridian returns, as it is 
now doing, to its old lines in Europe, 
Rome may once more see her Tiber fro* 
ten over, and tbe merry Rhiuelander 
drive his team on the ice of the classic 
river.

We learn that at the time of the sail- 
ing of the schooner, and for several days 
previously, great excitement existed in 
Cuba, in anticipation of the landing of 
Gen. Quitman, who was reported and 
believed to be off-the island, with a force 
of twenty thousand men.

Ueinocratic .Electing in llarriaon. 

At a meeting of the democracy of 
Harrison county, held in the Courthouse 
in Cynthiana, Ky.,on Monday, the 12th 
day of February, 1855, Gen. Lucius 
Desha was called to the Chair, and Jas. 
C. Currie appointed Secretary. 

The objects of the meeting being ex 
plained, appropriate and eloquent ad 
dresses were delivered by Capt. Hugh 
Newell, J. S. Boyd, and John L. Moni- 
son,Esqs., upon the principles of the 
democratic party. Whereupon the fol- 
lowing gentlemen, viz: John S. Boyd, 
Nathaniel Ofl'utt, Jas. L. Victor, Harri- 
son Magec and John L. Morrison, were 
appointed a committee to draft resolu- 
tions expressive of the sense of the meet- 
ing, and return a list of delegates to the 
democratic convention to be held in 
Frankfort, on Thursday, the 15th day 
of March next, who, having retired for a 
short time, returned and reported the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were unani- 
mously adopted : 

1st, Resolved, That our faith in the 
principles of the great democratic party 
is m linn and as undiminished as ever. 
That our confidence is unabated in the 
ability and integrity of our present 
Chief Magistrate, Franklin Pierce. That 
we regard his administration as a true 
and living exposition of those great 
democratic principles of State rights and 
popular sovereignty, as taught by Jef- 
ferson and Jackson, and so ably promul- 
gated in his inaugural address; and that 
the act of Congress, commonly called 
the Nebraska and Kansas bill, based 
upon those principles, meets our entire 
approbation. 

2d. That the principles of the demo- 
cratic party ; are now the only truly Amer- 
ican, upon which all true patriots can 
unite, without distiction of locality, reli- 
gion, or the place of birth — guarantee- 
ing to each State and territory, all their 
rights, independent and sovereign, which 
are not expressly delegated by the Fed- 
eral constitution to the general govern- 
ment, requiring no tests, either ol* relig- 
ion or of the accidency of birth-place, 
regarding all distinctions between citi- 
zens, save those made by the constitu- 
tion, as dangerous to our liberties, a vio- 
lation of the equal rights of citizens and 
States, fomenting unnecessary feuds and 
jealousies. 

3d. That in a republican government 
such as ours, it is the duty of every po- 
litical party to publicly proclaim its 
principles; and that all secret and oath- 
bound political organizations are contra- 
ry to the genius of our institutions and 
subversive of our country's best inter- 
ests. 

4th. That the administration of the 
Chief Executive of our State, Lazarus 
W. Powell, has met our full and entire 
approbation. In him we see|the honest 
man. the amiable and chivalrous gentle- 
man, the pure patriot, the able and saga- 
cious statesman,whose stern and unbend- 
ing devotion to principle, commands our 
highest approbation. In him the frui- 
tion of the fondest hopes of the democ- 
racy of Kentucky, when they elevated 
him to so exalted a station, have been 
fully realized. 

5th, That although our county was 
not included in the Eighth District, at the 
last Congressional election, yet we feel 
proud of the elevated position of our 
present representative, the Hon. John C. 
Breckenridge, a position so justly deser- 
ved, and which he has acquired by his 
ability and urbanity; and we regard him 
as a worthy descendant of the pure re- 
publican, John Breckenridge, and his 
c >u ft? in the Congress of the L T .
